Begun under the excuse of stopping the threatened 
spread of the General Strike into the Sacramento Valley, it 
quickly developed into a campaign of the most ruthless sup- 
pression to smash the union which had a glorious record of 
winning strikes for the agricultural workers—the Cannery and 
Agricultural Workers’ Industrial Union, as well as the Communist 
Party and any other militant workers’ organizations. 


Wholesale arrests aimed at jailing not only the whole lead- 
ership but every active member they could get. Then followed 
“trials” on vagrancy for 25 of them. One comrade was driven 
insane by the brutal beatings in jail and others seriously injured. 
For many days, until finally protest released them, twenty-nine 
were kept in a damp heilhole of concrete, twenty-five. by thirty 
feet, almost without ventilation. 


But nothing could break their spirit. Instead of the names 
of other comrades police could arrest, all this brutality could 
wring from them was repeated singing of the “International. 


But even this Sacramento, foul with the filth of political 
corruption, where every other hotel is a brothel, could not put 
over the frame-up and a jury which “tried” them, instead of 
giving the blanket conviction demanded by the prosecution, freed 
thirteen of the twenty-four. Protests came from all parts of the 
state and the nation, as well as organized by comrades in Sac- 
ramento, demanding the freedom of these workers. e 


Ten, including Pat Chambers, organizer of the Cannery and 
Agricultural Workers’ Industrial Union, and Albert Hougardy, 
organizer of the Communist Party, were convicted. Bail was set 
at $4,000 to keep these comrades in jail. 


But even while the vagrancy trials were going on, new 
charges were brought—Criminal Syndicalism. Eighteen are now 
in jail facing frame-cp on seven counts each in “trials” which 
begin November 8th: They face from 7 to 98 years each in the 
state penitentiary—not for being criminals but for leading the 
working class in its struggles for better conditions. 


Hougardy and Martin Wilson, head of the International 
Labor Defense in Sacramento, out on bail, were returned to 
prison on a false technical charge because they were organizing 
the defense of their comrades. Wilson was then starting a state- 
wide tour to rally mass protest and defense funds. His job must 
be continued by the workers all over the state, and in other 
cities.
